Since then he has been 
elected senator from Mississippi to 
succeed the Hon. 11. D. Money, whose 
term will expire in iDll. It is general- 
ly believed that he could retain the 
leadership for two years more, but he 
prefers to retire at this time. 


The man who is mentioned most 


prominently as the successor of Mr 
Williams is Champ Clark, who repre- 
sents the Ninth Missouri district and 
is well known throughout the country 
as a writer and speaker. 
Mr. Clark 


adds to long experience in the house 
a reputation as a forcible debater.
